At  a  legal  meeting  above  notified  and  held  at  the 
School  Building  in  Greenland,  N.H.,  on  Tuesday,  March 
10,  at  8:58  o'clock  in  the  evening;  the  meeting  was 
opened  by  a  salute  to  the  Flag  and  was  led  by  Girl 
Scout  Carol  Shine;  Boy  Scout  Brian  Ladd  and  Cub 
Scout  Clayton  Spinney,  following  which  the  Invoca- 
tion was  given  by  the  Rev.  Sion  M.  Lynam.  The  Town 
Warrant  was  then  read  by  Moderator  John  R.  Brack- 
ett. 

Articles  1  and  2;  By  non-partisan  ballot  cast  from 
10  A.M.  to  6  P.M.,  the  following  officers  were  elected 
and  sworn  in  by  the  Moderator,  as  soon  as  announced 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  Bonnie  L.  Tebbets:

Article  3*  George  E.  Gowen  explained  town  charges 
and  expenses.  Mr.  Gowen  moved  that  1he  town  vote 
to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.  The  estimated  amount  for 
town  charges  being  $22  546.50.  Jarib  Sanderson  sec- 
onded the  motion  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  4.  Richard  Weeks  moved  that  the  town  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges,  the  amount  of 
$5,500  for  summer  work  and  $4  500  for  winter  work. 
Seconded  by  Glen  Harvey,  and  so  voted. 

Article  5.  Jarib  Sanderson  moved  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,- 
500  for  the  purpose  of  improving  that  portion  of  Win- 
nicut  Road  between  Coakley's  Gravel  Pit  entrance 
and  Spinney's  driveway,  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  as  a 
State  Aid  Reconstruction  Project  provided  the  state 
contribute  a  sum  not  exceeding  $4,500.  This  would 
be  on  a  three  to  one  basis.  The  article  was  seconded 
by  Violet  Chisholrn  and  so  voted. 

Article  6.  A  motion  was  made  by  Richard  Weeks 
that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $115.79  with  the  proportionable  amount  of  $771.93 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  for  construction 
and  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Russell  Rolston  and  so  voted. 
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Arlicle  7.  Roland  Parent  moved  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450  for  the 
extermination  of  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Russell  Rolston  and  so  voted. 

Article  8.  Russell  Rolston  moved  that  the  town  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Weeks  Public  Library.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Donald  Ladd  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  9.  Everett  Bennett,  Sr.,  moved  that  the 
town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000 
for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Jarib  Sanderson  and  so  voted. 

Article  10.  A  motion  was  made  by  G.  Newton 
Weeks  that  the  town  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$375  for  the  care  of  parks  and  playgrounds.  This  would 
include  money  for  the  repair  of  the  summer  house  on 
the  parade,  repair  of  park  benches  and  the  electricity 
for  the  skating  light  on  the  river.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Ralph  Fisher  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  11.  Franklin  Durgin  moved  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  for  the  ob- 
servance of  Memorial  Day.  Seconded  by  Roland  Par- 
ent and  so  voted. 

Article  12.  A  motion  was  made  by  Russell  Rolston 
that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $175  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Asso- 
ciation for  publicity  and  promotion  as  authorized  by 
state  statute.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Donald 
Ladd  and  so  voted. 

Article  13.  Andrew  Schools  made  a  motion  that 
the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  on  a  short  term  note  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Seconded  by  Harland  Boardman  and  was  so  voted. 
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Article  14.  Glen  Harvey  questioned  article  14  and 
asked  for  an  explanation  from  the  water  board  of 
their  future  program.  Herman  Parker  explained  the 
program  and  the  plan  to  purchase  pipe  and  extend  the 
water  lines  in  Greenland  according  to  the  scheduled 
plan.  He  also  expressed  their  hope  for  a  continuing 
program  in  the  development  of  the  water  system.  Her- 
man Parker  made  a  motion  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  water  board  and  approved  by  the 
Selectmen,  toward  the  further  development  of  the 
water  system  in  the  town  of  Greenland.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Ralph  Fisher  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  15.  G.  Newton  Weeks  made  the  motion 
that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $50.00  dollars  to  purchase  from  Mr.  Angelo  Val- 
zania  a  piece  of  land  adjacent  to  the  property  which 
the  town  acquired  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  location  of  a  standpipe.  The  lot  will  then  be 
sufficiently  large  for  its  intended  use.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Parker  Rolston  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  16.  This  article  concerning  the  establish- 
ment of  an  aeronautical  fund  as  provided  by  RSA  423:6 
motivated  questions  from  Gerald  Jette,  Arron  Masters 
and  John  Driscoll.  These  questions  were  answered 
and  contributory  information  was  given  by  Philip 
Davis,  Harland  Boardman,  Newton  Weeks  and  Herman 
Parker.  David  Richards  and  Jarib  Sanderson  favored 
the  construction  of  an  airport  in  this  region  and  the 
benefits  to  the  Town  of  Greenland  were  also  dis- 
cussed. David  Richards  moved  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $900  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  aeronautical  fund  as  provided  by  RSA 
423:6.  This  fund  is  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Airport  tentatively  to  be  located  in 
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Stratham,  N.H.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  George 
Gowen  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  17.  G.  Newton  Weeks  proposed  that  the 
town  vote  to  transfer  from  the  aeronautical  fund  to 
the  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  the  sum 
of  $900  for  the  purpose  authorized  by  RSA  423:7  and 
423:8.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Thomas  Bridges 
and  was  so  voted. 

Article  18.  Kenneth  Fernald  motioned  that  the 
town  vote  to  have  the  position  of  Fire  Chief  in  the 
town  of  Greenland,  N.H.  changed  from  an  elective  of- 
fice to  an  appointive  position.  The  selectmen  would 
be  authorized  annually  to  appoint  the  Fire  Chief  and 
two  Deputy  Chiefs  as  substitutes  assuring  office  cov- 
erage under  all  circumstances.  Seconded  by  Daniel 
Mahoney  and.  was  so  voted. 

Article  19.  Franklin  P.  Durgin  proposed  that  the 
town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600  for 
the  purchase  of  400  feet  of  new  fire  hose.  Seconded  by 
James  Wilbur  and  was  so  voted. 

Article  20.  There  was  a  motion  by  Glen  Harvey  to 
table  article  20  but  the  motion  was  not  seconded. 
Jarib  Sanderson  then  proposed  that  the  town  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept,  prior  to  the  next 
town  meeting,  a  section  of  road  named  Palm  Drive  off 
Route  101  now  under  construction  by  Mr.  Sherwood 
Small.  The  road  involves  a  distance  of  700  feet.  This 
authority  to  be  exercised  when  the  road  has  been  con- 
structed according  to  town  specifications  and  meets 
the  approval  of  the  town  Planning  Board,  the  Town 
Road  Agent  and  the  Selectmen.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Richard  S.  Moody  and  it  was  so  voted. 
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Article  21.  George  Gowen  moved  the  meeting  be 
adjourned.  It  was  seconded  by  Harland  Boardman. 
Meeting  adjourned  10:02  P.M.  o'clock.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Perhaps  the  most  obvious  accomplishment  which 
the  Selectmen  have  been  able  to  make  in  Greenland 
this  year  was  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  the  State 
in  rebuilding  a  section  of  Winnicut  Road  and  there  are 
plans  to  again  secure  similar  aid  in  rebuilding  a  sec- 
tion of  Great  Bay  Road  to  eliminate  a  bad  corner 
which  has  constituted  a  potential  hazard  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

Some  of  the  most  difficult  decisions  which  your  Se- 
lectmen must  make  lie  in  the  area  of  increased  spending 
for  improvements  in  the  town.  The  increases  we  pro- 
pose are,  we  believe,  consistant  with  the  economy  of 
the  town  so  that  we  may  maintain  a  progressive  look- 
ing town  without  increasing  the  tax  burden  of  our 
citizens.  The  State  Highway  Department  has  refused 
our  request  to  install  a  blinking  light  at  the  end  of 
Tuttle  Lane  because  of  the  proximity  of  the  other 
blinkers  on  route  101;  therefore  we  plan  to  install  a 
bright  light  at  this  corner  where  there  has  already 
been  a  number  of  serious  accidents  and  where  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  homes  has  caused  a  definite 
increase  in  the  amount  of  traffic. 

We  are  negotiating  for  a  town  access  to  the  Win- 
nicut River  which  with  a  little  landscaping  will  make 
an  attractive  park  and  a  means  of  launching  small 
boats  by  fishermen.  The  winter  skaters  will  also  be 
able  to  reach  the  river  without  crossing  private  prop- 
erty. We  appreciate  the  cooperation  which  the  prop- 
erty owners  near  and  adjacent  to  the  river  have  al- 
ready given  by  scraping  snow  off  the  ice,  providing 
lights,  and  even  refreshments  to  the  skaters. 

This  year  there  will  be  a  change  in  the  police  de- 
partment. Mr.  Wentworth's  resignation  becomes  effec- 
tive with  the  March  Town  Meeting  and  the  Selectmen 
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have  appointed  Mr.  Paul  Hart  to  succeed  him.  Mr. 
Hart  lives  with  his  wife  and  two  children  at  51 
Portsmouth  Ave.  and  will  soon  retire  from  service  in 
the  Air  Force.  We  appreciate  the  service  that  "Dick" 
Wentworth  has  given  to  the  town  and  trust  that  the 
residents  will  cooperate  with  Mr.  Hart  to  make  his 
services  as  effective  as  possible. 

The  Selectmen  would  also  like  the  cooperation 
of  property  owners  in  more  completely  filling  out 
their  inventory  blanks.  As  the  number  of  parcels  of 
property  in  the  town  increases  it  is  important  to  have 
a  more  accurate  description  of  each  one.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  copy  a  deed  but  a  brief  description  which  dis- 
tinguishes your  dwelling  as  to  type  of  building,  type 
of  construction,  number  of  rooms,  garage,  etc.  would 
be  appreciated  rather  than  a  comment  such  as  "same 
as  last  year"  which  isn't  very  helpful  when  the  State 
spot  checkers  look  over  our  records.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FOR   1964 


During  the  period  from  Jan.  1,  1964  to  Dec.  31, 
1964,  the  fire  department  answered  a  total  of  43  calls 
as  compared  with  35  for  the  same  period  in  1963. 

Although  this  represented  a  slight  increase  in 
calls,  property  loss  remained  at  a  low  level  compared 
with  previous  years  with  principal  loss  being  that  of 
a  house  trailer  on  Breakfast  Hill  Road  and  heavy 
smoke  damage  from  a  flooded  oil  burner  to  a  home 
on  Post  Road.

Under  the  mutual  aid  system  Greenland  provided 
aid  to  Portsmouth  for  2  woods  fires  and  also  sent 
stand-by  apparatus  to  Portsmouth  Central  Station 
during  a  general  alarm  fire  in  that  city.  Aid  was  also 
provided  to  the  town  of  Stratham  during  the  year. 
Greenland  received  mutual  aid  from  Portsmouth  for 
1  fire  during  the  year. 
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The  fire  department  also  completed  13  burning 
projects  during  the  spring  months  and  assisted  people 
whose  wells  were  affected  by  the  drought  for  a  total 
of  18  calls. 

We  would  also  again  like  to  remind  townspeople 
and  newcomers  to  the  town,  to  call  the  fire  depart- 
ment, either  dial  436-5553  or  ask  the  operator  for 
Greenland  Fire  Department.  Asking  the  operator  for 
just  fire  department  results  in  the  call  going  to  the 
Portsmouth  Fire  Department  who  in  turn  relay  the 
call  back  to  Greenland,  resulting  in  a  delay.

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REPORT   ON  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 


Protection  against  fall-out  from  nuclear  explo- 
sions can  only  be  achieved  by  the  construction  of  fall- 
out shelters  for  the  town  or  private  shelters  for  fam- 
ilies or  neighborhoods.  As  far  as  presently  known  there 
are  no  public  buildings  here  suitable  for  conversion 
to  such  shelters.  It  must  be  emphasized  that  all  shelt- 
ers, either  public  or  private,  must  be  capable  of  housing 
people  for  two  weeks  in  a  very  restricted  space  with 
suitable  supplies  of  food,  water,  light,  heat  and  sani- 
tary facilities.  The  space  for  public  shelters  is  figured 
on  a  basis  of  fifty  people  for  two  weeks. 

Recently  emphasis  has  centered  on  communica- 
tions, either  by  radio  or  telephone  fan  out.  One  such 
test  was  scheduled  by  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  in 
Concord  for  the  week  of  September  21,  1964,  but  for 
some  reason  was  cancelled.  Future  tests  are  planned. 
For  the  September  test  the  necessary  personnel  were 
alerted  and  were  ready  during  that  week. 

The  Director  has  on  hand  copies  of  Home  and  Gar- 
den Bulletin  No.  77,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
entitled  "Family  Food  Stockpile  for  Survival".  Any- 
one wishing  copies  may  have  them.  It  is  recommended 
that  at  least  two  weeks'  supply  of  food  be  kept  on 
hand  and  that  it  be  of  a  nature  that  does  not  require 
refrigeration  and  which  can  be  eaten  without  cooking. 

A  limited  number  of  copies  of  "Home  Protection 
Exercises"  is  also  available  and  may  be  had  for  the 
asking.  This  is  from  the  Department  of  Defense,  Of- 
fice of  Civil  Defense.

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REPORT   OF   GREENLAND   WATER   BOARD 


1964  Activities 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  accomplish- 
ments for  the  Water  Board,  with  the  following  pro- 
jects completed: 

The  water  line  servicing  the  Greenland  Fire 
House  was  replaced  with  a  four  inch  pipe  having  a 
two  and  one-half  inch  hose  connection  installed  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  tank  trucks.  This  was  done  at  the 
request  of  the  fire  department  to  avoid  the  traffic  haz- 
ard in  the  center  of  town,  when  filling  trucks  at  hy- 
drants. The  cost  of  this  project  was  $383.48. 

A  six  inch  hydrant  was  installed  at  the  end  of  the 
water  service  on  Sunset  Drive  to  provide  the  required 
fire  protection  in  this  area,  at  a  cost  of  $263.38. 

The  fiber  pipe  that  existed  on  Post  Road  was  re- 
placed and  extended  with  a  total  of  one  thousand  and 
thirty-two  feet  of  twelve  inch  pipe  being  installed  at 
a  cost  of  $4,438.80. 

The  Town  of  Greenland  was  reimbursed  $584.64 
by  the  City  of  Portsmouth  for  pipe  remaining  from 
last  year's  project  on  Tuttle  Lane.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND   YOUR   DISTRICT   CHIEF 


The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record 
year  of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second 
successive  year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency 
of  more  than  ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such 
drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days  of 
strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the 
most  hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Al- 
though our  fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than 
that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight 
increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the 
area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900 
acres  in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept 
many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality. 
We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  com- 
munity who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficient- 
ly. Our  state  is  now  86%  wooded  and  its  economy — 
both  industrial  and  recreational — is  greatly  dependent 
on  this  forest  resource.  The  responsibility  for  adequate 
fire  protection  of  this  great  area — 4,350,000  acres — is 
everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of  our 
most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you 
must  burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire 
until  it  is  dead  out, 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep 
matches  from  young  children.  Explain  to  them 
the  dangers  of  lighting  matches  and  making  out- 
door fires. 
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3.     Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches 
are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year 
are  chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed 
to  escape;  (2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3) 
smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such 
fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooper- 
ation during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  contin- 
ued cooperation  we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve 
our  fire  record  in  1965.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire: 

I  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report. 

The  decision  to  send  the  grade  7  and  grade  8  pu- 
pils to  Portsmouth  Junior  High  SchooJ  has  reduced 
the  number  of  classroom  teachers  by  one  for  this 
school  year. 

The  teaching  staff  for  1964  1965  is  as  follows:

The  enrollment  by  grades  as  of  December  18  fol- 
lows:

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This  is  a  total  of  232  or  an  increase  of  32  pupils 
for  the  same  grades  for  a  corresponding  date  of  a  year 
ago. 

The  numbers  in  the  first  three  grades  indicate 
that  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  two  sections 
of  each  grade  will  be  needed.  This  factor  should  be 
kept  in  mind  as  the  addition  to  the  school  is  being  con- 
sidered. 

Income  from  the  State  Foundation  Aid  and  from 
Federal  Aid  under  Public  Law  874  continues  to  in- 
crease. In  State  Foundation  Aid  $5,730.29  was  received 
for  1962-1963;  $11,971.50,  for  1963-1964;  and  $15,006.60 
has  been  received  for  1964-1965. 

Under  Public  Law  874  for  1962-1963,  $16,901.00 
was  the  income  in  Federal  Aid.  For  1963-1964  $18,534.00 
was  received  and  during  1964-1965  it  is  expected  $22,- 
000.00  will  be  received. 

Greenland  has  also  received  $7,425.92  as  its  share 
of  the  Sweepstakes  for  this  year. 

Following  is  a  statement  by  Mr.  Frederick  King, 
Teacher  Consultant  for  Supervisory  Union  #16,  on  his 
work  as  supervisor  of  elementary  education: 

"It  is  inherent  in  the  nature  of  our  education  that 
the  schools  are  responsive  to  the  society's  changing 
needs.  Schools  have  and  will  continue  to  make  changes 
to  meet  these  needs. 

"Last  year  at  this  time  I  reported  that  a  commit- 
tee was  formed  to  study  various  arithmetic  programs 
and  to  select  one  that  could  be  used  in  all  of  the  towns 
of  this  school  union.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  after 
careful  study  and  much  discussion  the  Elementary 
School  Mathematics  Series  was  selected.  It  has  been 
Widely   adopted   and   successfully   used   in   thousands 
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of  classrooms.  It  reflects  much  of  the  thinking  and 
findings  of  leading  educators,  psychologists  and  math- 
ematicians over  the  past  decade.  It  incorporates  proven 
teaching  techniques  with  the  latest  findings  in  learning 
theory,  blending  the  best  of  the  old  with  the  exciting, 
creative  ideas  of  the  new. 

"All  of  our  first  three  grades  are  working  with 
this  program  now,  and  I  expect  it  will  be  expanded 
to  the  intermediate  grades  next  fall.  A  workshop  for 
teachers  will  be  held  soon  in  which  teachers  will  have 
a  chance  to  discuss  any  phases  of  the  new  program  that 
need  further  explanation. 

"Public  elementary  schools  will  soon  get  a  chance 
to  look  at  themselves  through  a  new  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Education  publication, 
Guidelines  for  Public  Elementary  Schools.  I  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  as  a  member  of  the  state 
committee  responsible  for  the  new  ninety-page  booklet 
which  discusses  all  phases  of  elementary  education 
from  the  building  itself  to  the  facilities  and  teaching 
within  the  walls.  I  feel  there  will  be  much  material 
here  for  discussion  in  the  coming  months  as  we  move 
toward  the  maximum  standards  and  practices  recom- 
mended in  the  publication. 

"Much  profitable  time  this  year  has  been  spent  in 
introducing  new  media  and  materials.  We  are  contin- 
ually developing  new  ways  of  reaching  major  under- 
standings with  learners  through  a  variety  of  resources. 
The  accessibility  and  correct  usage  of  printed  materi- 
als, graphic  materials,  audio-visual  materials  and  tele- 
vision programs  become  more. important  each  year.  We 
need  the  best  possible  resources  for  teaching  and 
learning,  and  we  hope  for  these  resources  to  be  used 
as  weir  as  they  can  be.  Demonstrations,  bulletins,  and 
discussion  sessions  have  helped  teachers  with  the  many 
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resources  available. 

"As  teacher  consultant  I  shall  continue  as  a  part 
of  my  work  to  study  new  approaches  to  learning,  and 
to  evaluate  curriculum  changes  throughout  the 
country  and  to  present  to  the  staff  only  that  which 
best  fits  our  needs  in  this  school  union." 

Mrs.  Laura  Allen  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Booker  con- 
tinue to  offer  a  quality  Hot  Lunch  Program. 

Mr.  John  Odiorne  demonstrates  his  dedication 
to  his  work  as  custodian  of  the  school  building.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  principal's  annual  report  is  submitted  under 
somewhat  different  circumstances  from  usual.  The 
transfer  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  Ports- 
mouth Junior  High  School  has  created  an  entirely- 
different  school  situation.  There  is  quite  a  gap  in  ma- 
turity between  sixth  graders  and  eighth  graders.  How- 
ever, satisfactory  adjustments  are  being  made  all 
around. 

The  withdrawal  of  grades  seven  and  eight  from 
Central  School  has  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of  approxi- 
mately twenty  pupils,  inasmuch  as  our  present  enroll- 
ment is  234.  The  registration  of  another  large  first 
grade  in  September  will  again  create  a  space  problem. 

A  modern  mathematics  program  is  underway  in 
grades  1,  2,  and  3.  It  will  be  extended  to  grades  4,  5, 
and  6  in  the  future.  The  teachers  and  substitutes  at- 
tended a  workshop  in  mathematics  on  February  1, 
where  consultants  from  the  publishers  of  our  text 
were  available  to  answer  questions  and  clarify  pro- 
cedures to  be  used  in  teaching  from  the  new  texts. 

The  .  school  library  is  growing  steadily.  More 
than  a  hundred  new  books  have  been  added.  The 
children  use  this  facility  constantly.  Mrs.  Barbara 
Parker  and  her  assistants  are  to  be  complimented  on 
the  good  job  they  are  doing.  The  faculty  appreciates 
their  contribuiton  to  our  school. 

The  Greenland  P.T.A.  project  for  the  year  in- 
volves continued  support  for  the  school  library  as 
well  as  repair  of  existing  playground  facilities  and 
installation  of  new  playground  and  gym  equipment. 
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Intramural  basketball  for  both  boys  and  girls  of 
grades  4  -  6  is  giving  some  physical  education  experi- 
ence. While  they  are  not  formal  classes,  these  ses- 
sions are  of  importance  in  the  developing  of  both 
body  and  sportsmanship.  The  addition  of  new  equip- 
ment will  provide  further  opportunities  for  youngsters 
to  "test  their  muscles". 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  the  Greenland  Fire 
Department  conducted  a  surprise  fire  drill.  They 
blocked  some  of  the  exits  and  forced  some  of  the  pu- 
pils to  use  alternate  routes  out  of  the  building.  The 
school  was  complimented  on  the  success  of  the  drill. 

The  Junior  Women's  Club  art  contest  was  con- 
ducted differently  this  year.  Each  grade  could  choose 
its  own  medium  of  expression.  The  contributions 
ranged  from  poetry  through  conventional  drawings  to 
cut-out  silhouettes.  Winners  were  chosen  in  each  room. 
The  Club  is  sponsoring  Defense  Savings  Stamps  sales 
at  the  school,  also. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  ladies  who  have 
served  as  room  mothers  and  those  parents  who  have 
worked  on  the  various  committees.  Thanks  also  to  the 
various  organizations  and  the  individuals  who  have 
given  time,  money,  and  effort  to  help  make  our  school 
better  able  to  serve  the  children  of  the  community. 

The  Superintendent  and  all  members  of  the  su- 
pervisory staff,  the  School  Board,  faculty,  and  all 
employees  of  the  district,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks 
for  their  continued  cooperation.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Health  services  to  children  have  grown  by  leaps 
and  bounds  in  the  last  few  decades.  The  schools,  with 
community  backing,  have  provided  (especially  in  our 
own  Union  #16)  the  services  that  are  important  if  each 
child  is  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  educational  facil- 
ities offered.  The  best  trained  teacher  in  the  best 
equipped  classroom  cannot  teach  a  child  who  is  beset 
by  the  ills  of  the  flesh  and  spirit.  How  much  can  a 
child  learn  who  cannot  see  the  blackboard,  who  can't 
hear  instructions  who  is  listless  from  lack  of  proper 
rest  or  food,  or  who  is  emotionally  disturbed? 

For  this  reason  all  of  our  schools  in  Union  #16  have 
a  health  service  program  with  excellent  equipment  to 
detect  such  problems  as  vision  and  hearing.  All  have 
a  school  doctor — a  specialist  in  children.  Physical  ex- 
aminations are  given  in  certain  grades  and  to  children 
who  need  special  attention.  Glasses  are  provided  by 
the  Lion's  Club,  State  Sight  Conservation  program,  or 
the  Salvation  Army.  Hearing  aids  are  still  hard  to  ob- 
tain due  to  cost,  but  so  far  we  have  been  able  to  see 
that  the  child  gets  one  where  help  is  needed. 

We  have  children  in  our  classrooms  who  until  re- 
cently, would  have  been  excluded.  The  epileptic  sits 
right  along  with  the  normal  child,  his  spasms  con- 
trolled with  medication;  the  diabetic,  the  cerebral 
palsy,  and  the  severely  physically  handicapped  child 
can  receive  the  education  he  deserves.  Even  the  re- 
tarded child  goes  to  school  and  receives  an  education 
with  the  help  of  special  teachers  and  program.

Immunization  clinics  are  held  to  provide  each 
child  with  necessary  "shots"  or  to  be  kept  up  to  date 
on  his  immunity.  Every  child  has  an  annual  vision 
and  hearing  test.  Sight  conservation  clinics  are  held 
weekly,  sponsored  by  the  Exeter  Lions  Club  and  the 
Kingston  Lions  Club.  Exeter  has  weekly  dental  clin- 
ics. Speech  clinics  are  also  available  for  each  town  but 
one.  Some  of  the  finances  for  this  clinic  are  provided 
by  school  boards  where  necessary.  T.  B.  tests  and 
urinalysis  for  the  detection  of  diabetes  are  also  done 
each  year. 

Pre-school  clinics  are  held  in  each  town  to  provide 
the  in-coming  first  graders  the  chance  of  starting 
school  in  tip-top  condition,  or  providing  time  for  the 
correction  of  remedial  defects.  There  is  a  long  journey 
ahead  of  each  child  during  his  school  years.  We  must 
give  him  the  chance  to  start  this  journey  at  maximum 
ability. 

Orthopedic  clinics  are  held  monthly  with  over 
200  children  in  attendance  during  the  school  year  and 
chest  X-ray  clinics  periodically.  Other  special  clinics 
such  as  amputee  clinics  and  convulsive  disorder  clin- 
ics are  available  as  the  need  arises.  The  number  at- 
tending these  latter  clinics  varies  each  year. 

Another  most  important  role  of  the  service  is 
Health  Education  in  the  classroom.  Teachers  are  doing 
more  of  this  each  year,  incorporating  it  with  science 
and  social  studies.  Excellent  TV  programs  and  other 
visual  aids  are  available  today  for  each  class  at  its  own 
level. 

This  is  a  far  cry  from  the  scattered,  unorganized 
beginnings   of   School   Health   Services — but   there    is 
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yet  much  to  be  done.  You,  the  parents,  the  school 
board,  the  school  staff,  and  the  general  community, 
have  made  all  this  possible.  Your  help  is  still  needed. 
"No  man  is  so  tall  as  when  he  stoops  to  help  a  child." 

Our  thanks  to  all  for  their  generous  help  and  co- 
operation.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  purpose  of  music  in  the  classroom  is  to  give 
the  pupils  a  general  knowledge  of  music  and  to  sub- 
ject them  to  as  many  different  musical  experiences 
as  possible.  It  is  hoped  that  from  these  experiences 
everyone  will  find  a  lasting  musical  interest. 

Music  in  the  classroom  this  past  year  has  con- 
sisted of  ear-training,  music  appreciation,  rhythms, 
action  songs,  singing  games,  fold  and  square  dances, 
work  with  rhythm  band  instruments,  singing  in  uni- 
son and  in  parts,  learning  to  play  the  tonette  and  auto- 
harp  and  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music. 

Outside  of  the  classroom,  the  musical  experience 
of  participating  in  operettas  or  special  programs  gives 
the  pupils  not  only  pleasure  but  also  a  chance  to  gain 
self-confidence  and  poise  by  appearing  before  an  audi- 
ence.

A  Christmas  pageant  was  presented  by  the  pu- 
pils of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  at  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Association.
